Hundreds Witness Tragedy In New 


York and Women Grow Hysterical 


at Fearful Sight« 


Major John Conrad Mallery, U. S 


A., retired, a member of Now York» 
Philadelphia, Newport 
and 
Aiken’s 
most exclusive set, leaped to death 
from a room in his suite ou the tenth 
floor of the M anhattan hotel in New 
,York city. 


The suicide was most dramatic. At 
least a hundred persons in the street 
saw the leap, and many shouted to 
the aged man to go back as they saw 
him poise himself on the window sill. 


His body struck the sidewalk with 
a terrific crash, landing directly in 
front of a young girl on her way to 
work. She screamed with horror and 
fainted, falling beside the body. 


Major Mallery’s body crashed head­ 
first on the sidewalk, and the sight 
was so fearful that several women be­ 
came hystrical. The suicide occurred 
during the rush hours when thousands 
were pouring from subway exist and 
the Grand Central station. 


In a few minutes a crowd of sev­ 
eral thousand gathered, blocking all 
street car traffic in the neighborhood. 
The body, clad only in pink silk pa­ 
jamas, lay 011 the sidewalk, surround­ 
ed by a dense crowd, until the reserves 
arrived and cleared a space in front 
of the hotel. 


Major Mallery had been suffering 
from melancholia for a long time, lie 
was in such a state of depression 
that his valet was under orders to 
watch him constantly. 


Mrs. Mallery was in the apartment 
when the suicide occurred. With her 
also was the valet and Garrick Mal­ 
lery, a son. 


Major Mallery was sitting on the 
side of his bed, waiting for the valet 
to prepare his bath. The valet notified 
Major Mallery that the bath was ready 
and 
began 
arranging 
the 
m ajor’, 
clothes. 


The major then went to the bath­ 
room, shut the door and walked to the 
window. He opened it and, according 
to those who watched him from th° 
street, climbed out on the broad •■ in 
dow sill and stood for several seconds 
gazing to the street. Either he did not 
hear the shouts of warning from the 
street crowds or paid no attention to 
them, for he suddenly threw up his 
hands and sprang into the air. 


The body turned over twice in it& 
descent, one foot striking an iron rail­ 
ing fringing an areaway at the side of 
the hotel. This turned tlie body over, 
so that it struck on the head. 
Tlu 
crash and the fainting girl, who top 
pled over at the feet of the body, 
caused a panic among the crowds, and 
several women ran shrieking into the 
stores across the street. 
The cries | 
brought other guests in the hotel to 
the windows and some of the hotel 
employes rushed to the street. Garrick 
Mallery later identified the body.

the diplomacy of the administration, t 
which is characterized as that of “dol-i 
lars vs. bullets;" a masterful pride in 
the enormous expansion of American

TOO MUCH LOW GRADE ROSIN I 


Industry Has Approximate A'alue of 


$20,000,000 — Crude 
Methods 
of 
Grading Prove Costly. 


In this country there is produced 
annually forty million 280-pound bar­ 
rels of rosin, having a value of 
ap­ 
proximately $20*000,000. 
For many 
years the crude methods of grading 
this product for shipment have lost 
the producer millions of dollars. 
The 
question today between the producer 
and user is one of samples cut in cor­ 
rect size. 


U ndo Sam. through his department 
of agriculture, has devised a method 
which does away with cutting 
the 
sample. 
He has invented an appa­ 
ratus which will mold a sample the 
exact size, by which the 
producer 
himself can grade the rosin as it is 
made at the still, and thus know defi­ 
nitely before shipment exactly wliat 
his product will grade. 


The simple apparatus which is rec­ 
ommended for this work comprises a 
•mall mold made of two pieces of or­ 
dinary roofing tin. 
It is about one 
and a half inches high and exactly 
seven-eighths of an inch wide on the 
sides, inside measurement. 
This is 
the size in which the standard grade 
samples should be cut. 
With the ap­ 
paratus is needed an ordinary 
tin 
dipper, a knife and a set of standard 
rosin types. 


The samples for grading are made 
in molds while the rosin is still in 
liquid form in the barrels. 
The type 
numbers are printed on the tiny block 
samples to indicate the season in 
which it was produced. 


Irtnports and Exports of "Unexposed" 
and Completed Films—Interna­ 
tional Exhibition Planned. 


In the last fiscal year 15.000 miles 
of motion picture films were exported 
from the United States, while near­ 
ly 3,000 miles were imported. 
Tho 
exact length of the motion 
picture 
films exported in the 
year 
ending 
June SO, 1912, according to 
govern­ 
ment statistics, was S0*S35,302 feet, 
valued at $0,815,000; tho exact length 
was 14,274,70S 
feet of 
“positives/' 
valued at $825,0S3, exclusive of other 
films and plates valued at $179.130, pf 
which the quantity is not stated. 


A large proportion of the motion 
picture films now used in the various 
parts of the world are manufactured 
in the United States, remarks the In­ 
dianapolis News. 
About two-thirds of 
those exported go in the “unexposed 
form, ready for use in taking pictures 
in those parts of the world ¿0 which 
sent. 
The other one-third is in the 
completed state, having been utilized 
in the United States in making fin­ 
ished motion picture films ready for 
use in placing illustrations upon the 
screen. 
Of the importations, practi­ 
cally all are "exposed** films, views ta- 
en in other parts of the world for use 
in the United States. 


A cinematograph exhibition, prob­ 
ably the first of its kind, will be held 
at Olympia, 
London, 
March, 
1913. 
Among those actively interested in 
this exhibition, and assisting in its 
arrangements, are representatives of 
tiie British war office, the 
Canadian 
government and the Queensland gov­ 
ernment, the head m aster of West 
minster, and the head

of

Man Crushed Under Roof. 


Charles W. Schildt, aged about 26 years, 
was crushed to death by the falling of a 
roof on the farm of H. N. Gitt, at the East 
End of Hanover at 10 o’clock Monday 
morning.

and do not ordinarily get into court. 
When a couple decide they wish to bo 
divorced they appear before a magis­ 
trate and ask for “an order.** 
They 
then go to the “Conciliation Board,“ 
whose business it is to examine into 
the case and if possible bring about a 
reconciliation. 
Finding this impossi­ 
ble, they are granted an order of sep­ 
aration, for one year or two, as above, 
at the end of which period, if either 
demands it, the decree of divorce Is 
granted. 
The administrative officials 
I investigate the charges, 
settle 
the 
financial question and arrange as to 
the care of children. The cost Is very 
slight, from $1 to $25, no lawyers be­ 
ing necessary. 


After divorce, the common property 
Is divided equally between husband 
and wife. 
Usually the husband 
Is 
called on to contribute to the support 
of his wife. 
If the divorce is caused 
by her conduct he can be excused 
from this duty; if she m arries again 
he is also excused. 
The m agistrate 
fixes the amount of the levy and col­ 
lects his contribution. 
W hen a Nor­ 
wegian husband dies or is divorced his 
wife can claim half of his possessions. 
He cannot give away more than one- 
third of his property without her con­ 
sent, whereas she has a right to all 
she earns after her marriage. 


Children are regarded as a mutual 
obligation and both parents must aid 
in their support. 
No fixed rules are 
laid down, the circumstances deciding 
the case according to the view of tho 
magistrate. 
The parents may decide 
upon a plan, subject to 
the magis­ 
trate's approval. If they cannot agree 
the m inister of justice 
settles 
the 
matter.

is 
rapidly be­ 
coming an important factor in the ex­ 
port trade of the United States. 
The 
value of the coal sent to foreign eouu- , 
tries last year was $52,500.“on, against 
$21,000.000 in 1902 and $S..:33,0UQ in 
1S92. having thus increased over 500 
per cent in the last twenty years and 
150 per cent in the last decade. 


Even these larger figures of more 
than $50,000,000 worth of coal sent to 
foreign couutries in the fiscal year 
1912 do not include the value of that 
•passing ou‘ of the country in the form 
of “bunker." or iuel coal, laden on ves­ 
sels engaged in the foreign trade, 
which aggregated nearl,\ $2S,oi)0,000 
in value, making a total oi more than 
$75,000,000 as the value of the coal 
passing out of the United States in 
the fiscal year 1912. 
The quantit} 
sent to foreign countries in 1912 was. 
according to figures compiled by the 
statistical division of the bureau ol 
foreign and domestic commorce, 17, 
500,000 tons, against 7.000.000 in 1902 
and 2,500,000 in 1S92. 


Thus the quantity exported in 1912 
is -seven times as much as in 1892 and 
the value more than six' times as 
much in 1912 as in 1892. 


Coke exports also show* a decided 
growth, the value in 1S92 having been 
but $112,000 and in 1912 practically 
$3,000,000. A comparison of the quan­ 
tity and value of coal placed for fuel 
purposes on board vessels engaged in 
foreign trade in 1912 can only be 
marie with comparatively recent years, 
the figures of bunker coal laden ves­ 
sels in 1912 being 7,093.212 tons, val­ 
ued at $22,802,S7G, against <»,003,79-1 
tons, valued at $19, 
71,778 in the fls* 
cal year of 1909. the earliest date for 
which completi figures of bunker coal 
movements are available 


The fact that tin* coal sent to for 
eign countries has increased 150 per 
cent., both in quantity and value, dur­ 
ing the last ton years, that the total 
value of exports to foreign countries 
plus the value of that leaving 
the 
countr} as hunker coal now aggre­ 
gates more than $75,000,000 suggests 
that the total value of the coal pass­ 
ing out of the United States in a sin­ 
gle year will soon reach the hundred 
million dollar line. 


The movement of coal out of the 
United States is confined to compara­ 
tively few countries. Of the 2.979,102 
tons of anthracite coal exported in 
the fiscal year 1912 all except 5G,571 
tons went to Canada, and of the 14,- 
709,847 tons of bituminous coal 
ex­ 
ported in thaj. year 
10,G71,982 tons 
went to Canada, 
1,121 £80 
tons 
to 
Cuba. 092,534 tons to other West In­ 
dies and Bermuda, 511.S02 tons to 
Panama, 1541,712 tons to Mexico and 
less than 1,500.000 tons to all other 
countries. 


While the total exports of coal to 
other parts of the world is at the 
present time small. the growth in the 
movements to certain European and 
South American countries has been 
rapid. 
The 
quantity of bituminous 
coal exported to Italy has grown from 
43,(>41 tons in 1907 to 27G.4G7 tons in 
1912; to France, from 4,037 tons in 
1907 to 43,222 tons In 1912; to Argen­ 
tina, from 9,827 tons in 1907 to 150,- 
792 tons in 1912: to Brazil, from 1.G10 
tons in 1907 to 307,125 tons in 1912, 
and to French territory in 
Africa, 
from 500 tons in 1907 to 102,498 tons 
in 1912. 
The total exports of 
minous coal to all Europe grew rrom 
87,512 tons in 1907 to 404,905 tons in 
1912, and to South America, from G5.- 
90G tons in 1907 to 580,101 tons in 1912. 


Under the administration of Presi­ 
dent Taft, industrial education in tho 
Philippines has made rapid progress. 
For the last four years industrial in­ 
struction has been proscribed in tho 
primary course for both boys and 
girls, and tho work is systematically 
carried on in an advanced stago in 
the intermediate schools 
Twenty* 
six well-equipped trade schools have 
been established in Manila and the 
provinces; there is a college of agri­ 
culture at Los Banos, and a college of 
engineering has been added to tho 
University of the Philippines. 


The civil government ilnds its du­ 
ties much less onerous now that the 
militarj invasion of the islands has 
been superseded by the educational. 
In certain lines, particularly lacemak* 
ing and embroidery, the products of 
the Philippine schools not only com­ 
pare favorably with the work of tho 
famous French and Swiss experts, but 
promise to compete with them suc­ 
cessfully in the world’s markets 


Tbs whole system of education In 
the islands is baged on the principle 
that the children should receive train­ 
ing that will prepare them directly for 
the life they are to live. 
In the low­ 
est grades they make articles that 
they can use and sell, both in their 
own localities and elsewhere 


The most important Industry taught 
the boys is hat weaving. The schools 
do not attempt to replace hand ma­ 
chinery with modern apparatus, for it 
is recognized that there is a real de­ 
mand for the products of careful hand- 
workmanship 
A set of dining room 
furniture in red narre, made at the 
Philippine School of Arts and Trades 
in Manila, recently sold for $20o at a 
carnival 


The first thing the Mlipino girl does 
in the sewing class in school is to 
make herself a complete outfit of 
clothing. 
This work she usually be 
gins in the second grade, but some 
times in the first 
Armed with an em­ 
broidery frame, in most cases made 
by the boys in the same school, she 
advances in proficiency through tho 
various grades; hemming and 
em­ 
broidering cotton squares, fine linen, 
handkerchiefs, w’alsts and so on. Tho 
more expert girls turn 
out 
master­ 
pieces In French net 
and 
embroi­ 
dery. 
In laco they make all varieties 
of “Pillow lace,” including "torchon” 
(Spanish lace), maltese, Ceylon. Irish 
crochet, and so forth. 
Battenberg is 
also made for local use. 


Nearly 400.000 pupils are engaged 
in some kind oT industrial work in tho 
islands.

UNCLE SAM SHOWS WAY. 


Great Britain has asl.ee! a leaf from 
the hook of United States as the pio­ 
neer in systematically destroying der­ 
elicts or floating wrecks along 
the 
coast, which are a menace to naviga­ 
tion and a peril to lives at sea. 
The 
information sought for the benefit of 
the London board of trade, which con­ 
trols Great Britain's maritime regula­ 
tions, has just been furnished to the 
British embassy b) the state depart­ 
ment. 
The British government was 
informed that the revenue cutter serv­ 
ice performed this important task for 
the United States. 
One revenue cut­ 
ter, tho Seneca, was especially built 
as a derelict destrayer 


At numerous international maritime 
conferences the construction of dere­ 
lict destroyers has been recommend­ 
ed, but the United Slates is the only 
country which has adopted the sug­ 
gestion. 
During tho fiscal year 1912 
the revenue cutler service destroyed 
or removed 45 derelicts. 
Of wrecked 
vessels towed to port there was saved 
an 
aggregate 
money 
valuation 
of 
$100,175, including ships and cargoes. 
The state department estimate that 
the revenue cutter service located 75 
per cent, of the derelicts reported by 
the United States hydrographic ofllcc, 
maritime exchanges and ships at sea, 
all working in cooperation to clear 
the paths of transportation.

orders at Chewsville, had passed.

jury further found that King 'Ms a man of 
the best habits, temperate, conscientious 
and one of the most trusted men on the 
Maryland division." 
The jury condemn- 
ed the manner in which the train register 
at Highfield was kept. 


The large bank barn on the farm of 
Oscar Landis, close to Longstowu. York 
county, was burned Saturday moining, 
entailing a loss of over §2,5U0. 
The orig- 
in of tLe nre is unknown. Seventeen hogs 
perished in the flames. 


Sitting on a bench in his butcher shop,

Joseph 
Deuch, 
an 
eighty-year-old 
bachelor, tenants a small shack near

peck mountains. He had been in bed 
only a few hours the other nfght when 
he was awakened, presumably by the 
fumes of burning oil, with the 
flames 
already eating in from the outside. 


He was able to put out the Are and 
found that his home had been 
sur- 
rounded 
with 
pine 
wood 
saturated 
with oil. 
His timely discovery alone 
made it possible to learn of the at- 
tempted crime, as the attempt on his 
life would have passed as an 
acci- 
dent.

Hundreds Witness Tragedy 
In New 


York and Women Grow Hysterical 


at Fearful Sight. 


Major John Conrad Mallery, U. S 
A., retired, a member of Now Yorlt. 
Philadelphia, Newport 
and 
Aiken's 
most exclusive set, leaped to 
death 
from a room in his suite on the tenth 
floor of the Manhattan hotel iu New 
»York city. 


The suicide was most dramatic. At 
least a hundred persons in the street 
saw the leap» and many shouted 
to 
the aged man to go back as they saw 
him poise himseli' on the window sill. 


His body struck the sidewalk with 
a terrific crash, landing directly 
in 
front of a young girl on her way to 
work. She screamed with horror and 
fainted, falling beside the body. 


Major Mallery^s body crashed head- 
first 
on the sidewalk, and the sight 
was so fearful that several women be- 
came hystrical. The suicide occurred 
during the rush hours when thousands 
were pouring from subway exist and 
the Grand Central station. 


In a few minutes a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand gathered, blocking all 
street car traffic in the neighborhood. 
The body, clad only In pink silk pa- 
jamas, lay on the sidewalk, surround- 
ed by a dense crowd, until the reserves 
arrived and cleared a space in front 
of the hotel. 


Major Mallery had been suffering 
from melancholia for a long time. Ho 
was in such 
a state of 
depression 
that his valet was under orders 
to 
watch him constantly. 


Mrs. Mallery was in the apartment 
when tlie suicide occurred. With her 
also was the valet and Garrick Mal- 
lery, a son. 


Major Mallery was sitting on the 
side of his bed, waiting for the valet 
to prepare his bath. The valet notified 
Major Mallery that the bath was ready 
and 
began 
arranging 
the 
major', 
clothes. 


The major then went to the bath- 
room, shut the door and walked to the 
window. He opened it and, according 
to those who watched him from th*^ 
street, climbed out on the broad ."in 
dow sill and stood for several s e c o n d s 
gazing to the street. Either he did not 
hear the shouts of warning from the 
street crowds or paid no attention to 
them, for he suddenly threw up his 
hands and sprang into the air. 


The body turned over twice In its 
descent, one foot striking an iron rail- 
ing fringing an areaway at the side of 
the hotel. This turned tlie body over, 
so that it struck on the head. 
Tht 
crash and the fainting girl, who top 
pled over at the feet of the 
body, 
caused a panic among the crowds, and 
several women ran shrieking into the 
stores across the street. 
The 
cries 
brought other guests in the hotel to 
the windows and some of the hotel 
employes rushed to the street. Garrick 
Mallery later Identified the body.

Husted returned in two hours and 
reported that he had to force the man 
to a bath, but that he had carried out 
oredrs.

Taft will make to congress In the early 
days of this session, the last of his 
term, and deals entirely with the for- 
eign relations of the United States. 


A notable omission from the mes- 
sage is that of any discussion ot the 
commercial treaty of 1832 with Rus- 
sia, which will terminate on Dec. 31 
through the denouncement of the con- 
vention last year. The president has 
let It he known that the state depart- 
ment is not seeking to negotiate an- 
other treaty with Russia, and that this 
will be left to the Wilson admlnistia 
tion to accomplish. 


Beginning with the usual reference 
to the existing good relations 
with 
foreign powers, the president 
adds 
ihB/ these have been strengthened by 
"a greater insistence upon justice to 
American citizens, or Interests, wher- 
ever it may have been denied, and a 
Itronger emphasis of the need of mu- 
lualUy in cummeicial and other rela- 
iions."

451 deaths; tuberculosis of tho lungs, 
G02, and tuberculosis or other organs, 
lu2, while pneumonia was responsible 
for 363.

this product for shipment have 
lost 
the producer millions of dollars.

question today between the in'oducer 
and user is one of samples cut in cor- 
rect size, 


U n d o Sam. through his department 
of agriculture, has devised a method 
which 
does av,'ay with cutting 
the 
sample. 
H e has invented an 
appa- 
ratus which will mold a sample the 
exact size, by which 
the 
producer 
himself can grade the rosin as it is 
made at the still, and thus know defi- 
nitely before shipment exactly 
what 
his product will grade. 


The simple apparatus which is rec- 
ommended for this work comprises a 
small mold made of two pieces of or- 
dinary roofing tin. 
It is about 
one 
and a half inches high and 
exactly 
seven-eighths of an inch wide on the 
Bides, inside measurement. 
This 
is 
the size in which the standard grade 
samples should be cut. 
With the ap- 
paratus 
is needed 
an 
ordinary 
. tin 
dipper, a knife and a set of standard 
rosin types. 


The samples for grading are made 
In molds while the rosin i.s still in 
liquid form in the barrels.

numbers are printed on the tiny block

Indicted for Manslaughter. 


Indictments 
charging 
manslaughter 
were found by the Franklin county grand 
jury Tuesday afternoon against 
Mervin 
U. Bream and William C. Scheib, engin- 
man and conductor, respectively, of the 
Philadelphia and Reading freight train 
which collided head-on with a W. M. 
passenger train at Kobeen, near Shippens- 
burg, Oct. 7. 
Four trainmen were killed 
in the 7/reck.

Ever since the wreck occurred the peo-. 
pie of Biglerville and the upper end ot the 
county followed the case with 
interest. 
Mr. Bream is a so!i of J o h n Bream 
of 
Biglerville and made that town his home 
until about a year ago when he was mar- 
ried and went to housekeeping in Harris- 
burg 
He has been railroading for some 
years. 


A verdict of not guilty was returned in 
the case of William E. Scheib, the Phila- 
delpliia & Reading freight conductor, who 
was charged, along with Mervm U. Bream 
his engineman, of having caused four 
deaths in a wreck at Kobeen by violating 
the rules of the which his train was run- 
ning. 
The 
manslaughter cases 
against 
Scheib and Bream were continued until 
the February sessions. 


Escaped From Burning House. 


Finding his home in flames Jas. Bishop 
and family were compelled to flee from 
their burning dwelling at Fairfield Stiition 
about 2 o'clock Saturday morning,

ing the building and practically all the 
contents to be destroyed.

house,

fresh meat from a recent butchering, the 
only thing saved from the contents of the 
house.

Thompson of tho second freight engine 
was buried beneath a pile of coal but es- 
caped with his fireman, both of them hav- 
ing slight injuries. 


Tho passenger train was two hours latq 
coming through iiew Oxford on 
Friday 
evening owing to a delay in replacing a 
bridge at Sinsheim. 
They missed con- 
nection at Highfield and took the passen- 
gers. baggage and mail into Hagerstown. 
William Chritzman. the mail agent, of 
(lettysburg, left the train at Highfield so 
that he was not on the train at tho time 
of the wreck. 


Leaving Hagerstown shortly after 10 
o'clock on its return to Highfield the emp- 
ty passenger train was traveling as the 
third section of No. 204. 
At 
Kdgemont 
they overtook the other two sections and 
started ahead as section one but lailed to 
take the orders of the first section which 
called for passing a freight at Blue j\loun- 
tain Siding. 


This freight and 
the 
passenger 
mot 
head-on at the sharp curve in the cut near 
Pen Mar, underneath the well known ov- 
erhead brid^ie. 
The passenger train is 
said to have been traveling at considera- 
ble speed and the impact was terrific. 
Two carloads of cement were between the 
two freight engines and one of tho cars 
was tossed forty feet. 
T h e first freight 
engine and the passenger engine were al- 
most telescoped 
Cars and engines were 
piled all over the track and nearby terri- 
tory and the w^ork of removing the wreck- 
age proved diilicult. 


'*The blame for the wreck was due to 
neglect on the part of either Train 
Dis- 
patcher William H. Fleigh, at 
Hagers- 
town, or passeliger conductor J . H. Fau- 
ver." 
This w^as established at the inves- 
tigation held in Hagerstown Sunday ac- 
cording to a statement made by general 
manag(»r J . A, Shepard, of Baltimore, af- 
ter the purport of tlie testimony was com- 
municated to him. 


T h e wild rumors of tramps being

ried under the cement car seems to be un- 
founded. 
T h e wrecking crew so far have 
been unable to find any traces of any 
more bodies 
Almost unrecognizable, the 
body of freight conductor Wm. 
Kichel- 
berger, the last of the victims to bo re-

the wreck, was recovered 
shortly after midnight Sunday morning. 
From tho position of the body which was 
found under 
the debris

track, it is believed that he attempted to 
jump in order to save his life.

A Norwegian 
woman. 
Fru

Anker, a leader of the feminist move- 
ment in Norway, announces that tho 
dlvopce problem is solved in her couil- 
try. 
The law is new as yet, having 
been framed in 1910, but so far it has 
worked well and is of promise. 


The Norwegian law is based on the 
principle that the only moral basis of 
loarrlage is a mutual love. When tùia 
ooases and the parties are ccm.inced 
they can no longer live togeiner hap- 
pily, the law steps iu and provides for 
divorce. 
The first stop is admission 
to separation. 
No divorce Is granted 
under a year after separation is asked 
for. 
This is the stated period when 
both parties 
ask 
for 
divorce 
on 
grounds 
that intimate mutual 
good 
will no longer exists and reconcilia- 
tion is impossible. 
If only one party 
asks for divorce tho period of separa- 
tion Is two years. 


The proceedings are largely In tho 
hands, of the administrative ofllclals, 
and do not ordinarily get into court. 
When a couple decide they wish to be 
divorced they appear before a magis- 
trate and ask for "an order." 
They 
then go to the "Conciliation Board." 
whose business It is to examine into 
the case and if possible bring about a 
reconciliation. 
Finding this impossi- 
ble. they are granted an order of sep- 
aration, for one year or two, as above, 
at the end of which period, if either 
demands it, the decree of divorce la 
granted. 
The administrative ofllcials 
investigate the charges, 
settle 
the 
financial 
question and arrange as to 
the care of children. 
The cost is very 
slight, from $1 to $25, no lawyers be- 
ing necessary. 


After divorce, the common proportj'* 
is divided equally between 
huFband 
and wife. 
Usually the husband 
is 
called on to contribute to the support 
of his wife. 
If the divorce is caused 
by hey conduct he can be excused 
from this duty; if she marries arrain 
he is also excused. 
The magistrate 
fixes the amount of the levy and col- 
lects his contribution. 
When a Nor- 
wegian husband dies or is divorced his 
•wife can claim half of his possessions. 
He cannot give awaj' more ihan one- 
third of his property without her con- 
sent, -whereas she has a right to all 
she earns after her marriage. 


Children are regarded as a mutual 
obligation and both parents must aid 
in their support. 
No fixed rules aro 
laid down, the circumstances deciding 
the case according to the view of the 
magistrate. 
Thé parents may decide 
upon a plan, subject to 
the magis- 
trate's approval. If they cannot agree 
the minister of justice 
settles 
the 
matter.
